Another request for which the firemen 
fought, namely, the standardization of wages 
based on the weight of locontotives on driv- 
ers, Was Granted, although the award pro- 
vides that all wages that were higher or con- 
ditions that were better than fixed in the 
award ehall not be interfered with.

Action Up to Mahoney. 

Whether the judge will avail himself of 
thie offer was not decided last night. Judge 
‘Mahoney said there was enough policemen 
in the Desplaines ‘street district to drive out 
all of the criminais if they will simpiy go to 
‘work; He ts of the opinion that ‘it Capt. 
Thomas F, Meagher devoted himself earnest 
"ly to the task, West Madison street. nd Ha}- 
sted street would quickly cease to be a 
happy hunting ground fer crooks. . 
| The trouble with the police of the Des- 
Plaines street station, according to the judge, 
is not a lack of policemen, but @ lack of in- 
terest in police work on the part of the police- 
men who are already there: 


Captain “Caught” in Denial.
